Hon. Hugh Dalton, M.P., Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, a Joinery Industry Reconstruction 
Committee has been formed to consider the problems of the 
Joinery Industry in the immediate post.war period of recon- 
struction, and to report.

Employers : and T'rade Unions : Amalgamated Society of Wood- 
workers; Amalgamated Society of Woodcutting Machinists ; 
and National Amalgamated Furnishing Trades Association. 
The following are the members of the Committee: Messrs. 
W. E. Adams, J. B. Austin, G. H. Beckett, E. Boot, F. Dawbarn, 
W. Dunhill, G. W. Grosvenor, N. Longley, S. D. McKelvey, 
R. W. Mugford, J. T. B. Sandercock, G. E. Titley, A. G. Tomkins, 
J. Whittaker. 

It was agreed by the Committee that an independent Chairman 
should be appointed. At their unanimous invitation, and with 
the agreement of the Board of Trade, Mr. T. Muir Wilson has 
accepted the position of independent Chairman in an honorary 
capacity. Mr. Muir Wilson is a Director of Blackwood, Morton 
& Sons Ltd., Burnside Works, Kilmarnock, Ayrshire, and Cooke, 
§ons & Co. Ltd., Liversedge, Yorkshire. Mr. Muir Wilson has, 
since the outbreak of war, given his services in an honorary 
capacity to the Board of Trade and the Ministry of Supply. 
He was recently released from full time service with the Ministry 
of Supply in his post of Deputy Director-General of Supply 
Services (Storage and Distribution), to enable him to attend to 
the War Production activities of the Companies with which he is 
connected.

Committee on Patent Law 


The President of the Board of Trade, in reply to a Parliamen- 
tary Question on 25th April 1944, announced that he had 
‘pointed a Committee on Patent Law with the following terms

Acts including the constitution of the appropriate Tribunals ;

tbuse of monopoly rights; and to suggest any amendments of 
the statutory provisions or of procedure thereunder which in 

it opinion would facilitate the expeditious settlement and the 
‘duction of the cost of legal proceedings in Patent cases and 
Would encourage the use of inventions and the progress of 
Mdustry and trade,”

+ (2) Purchase of further Utility Garments from Stock 


The Ministry of Supply, in consultation with the Board of 
Trade, have decided to make a further purchase of the following 
garments from stock for relief. The purchases will be confined 
to utility garments which are held by traders in excess of their 
current civilian requirements. The classes of goods will be 
boys’ and girls’ overcoats (any specification) and women’s and 
girls’ underwear (specification Nos. 403, 404, 405, 406 and 407) 
(perfects and seconds) and specification No. 408 (seconds only). 

As on previous occasions, trade advisory committees will 
consider offers (whether from members or non-members) and 
will make recommendations to the Ministry of Supply as to the 
suitability and value of the goods offered. Offers of less than 
100 garments will not be considered. Coupons will be replaced 
for goods accepted.

(3) Garments to be made up from Wool Cloth Stocks 


In the announcements in Board of Trade Journal, 11th March 
1944 (page 89) it as stated that: stocks of cloth held by makers-up 
would be purchased with a view to manufacturing them into 
garments for relief. It has now been decided that in the first 
instance only utility cloth will be considered, and it will be pur- 
chased only in the form of made-up garments. The garments 
will be made to firms’ own designs, and cloth samples and 
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proposed garment designs will be considered by trade advisory 
committees. Coupons will be given for garments accepted. 

Cloth merchants who wish to offer frozen stocks of cloth should 
make arrangements with makers-up having available productive 
capacity for the latter to submit offers of garments to be made 
from their cloth. 

Makers-up who wish to offer garments under this scheme 
should apply to one of the addresses shown below (whether or 
not they are members of the appropriate trade association) for 
a copy of the form indicating the information required. No 
samples should be sent until the completed forms have been 
considered.

(4) Production of Locknit Underwear 

The Ministry of Supply will shortly invite tenders from 
makers-up for the production of women’s and girls’ locknit 
underwear to specifications which are being discussed with the 
appropriate trade committee. Firms whose tenders are accepted 
will be able to obtain supplies of utility cloth No. 405 against 
key certificates to be issued for this purpose by the Board of 
Trade. Interested firms should communicate with the Light

1944. , 


Utility Apparel 

The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Utility Apparel (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) (No.3) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 430, 
price Id.). 

The Order, which comes into force on Ist May 1944, amends 
the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1943 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 3rd April 1943, page 126) so as to 
increase the wholesalers’ and retailers’ ceiling prices for men’s 
and youths’ non-austerity suits, jackets, blazers, waistcoats and 
trousers in conformity with the increases already made in manu- 
facturers’ ceiling prices by the Utility Apparel (Men’s, Youths 
and Boys’ Outerwear) (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (see Board of 
Trade Journal, 15th April 1944, page 142). For each garment, 
two such increases are provided, for the cheaper and dearer 
cloths respectively. For single breasted suits, these increases 
are 4s. 2d. and 5s. 6d. for the whole suit (on sale to retail cus- 
tomer). The Order also provides ceiling prices for a number of 
new specifications of utility knitted garments and amends certain 
figures in the Related Schedules 4B and 5A which contain the 
ceiling prices for women’s and maids’ underwear and nightwear, 
corsets and brassieres and for domestic and industrial overalls 
respectively. 


Fur Apparel 


Pending further discussion with the Fur Trade Delegation of 
the position of the fur trade, the Board of Trade have extended 
the existing quota for supplies of fur apparel for a period of 
two months from Ist May to 30th June 1944. Directions to 
this effect are to be published very shortly. 


Utility Corsets and Brassieres 


In order to secure a higher standard of quality for utility 
corsets and brassieres, the Board of Trade have agreed with the 
Corset Trade Association a scheme for licensing the production 
and supply of garments at prices higher than the existing ceilings. 

Manufacturers are invited to submit samples of corsets, made 
from 4-figure utility materials, of a higher quality than they can 
produce at present utility prices, but the price of which, cal- 
culated in the usual way, falls within the schedule given below. 
Models already in production as “ utility” should not be sub- 
mitted, as the scheme is designed solely to allow better quality 
production and does not allow a higher margin of profit; nor 
should any samples made from 3-figure utility material be 
submitted under this scheme. The quantity of higher priced 
production to be allowed to any one manufacturer will be related 
to the proportion of his pre-war production which was in the 
higher grade. No manufacturer will be licensed to produce 
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more than eight models or more than 50 per cent. by value of his 
total production of corsets and brassieres in 1943. 

For each garment submitted and approved for licensing under 
the new scheme a ceiling price will be fixed on the basis of an 
individual costing. The manufacturers’ profit will be limited to 
74 per cent. 

Garments must comply with the style restrictions and the 
limitations on steel and rubber content now in force. 

All models should be*submitted in duplicate, together with a 
costing computed on a form, copies of which are obtainable 
from the Board of Trade, I.M.2 Department, Millbank, 8.W.1. 
One sample of each model for which a licence is granted will be 
retained by the Board of Trade.

Control of Mica 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Mica (No. 3) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 448, price 1d.) which revokes 
and remakes in consolidated form with amendments the Contrd 
of Mica (No. 2) Order and Direction No. 1 made under thi 
Order. 

Licences are still required for all acquisitions of mica (othe 
than built-up mica and mica in powdered form) in excess of a 
aggregate worth of £5 in any one calendar month and for its 
treatment, use and consumption. Up to £5-worth of mica msj 
be acquired without licence in any one period of one calendat 
month, but the disposer must make a monthly return of st 
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_— transactions in specified form to the Controller of 
ca. 

Built-up mica may not be dealt in without licence, and it may 
also be used as an electrical insulator without licence, but a 
licence is still required to treat, use or consume it for other 
purposes. Powdered mica continues to be exempt from licence.

Utility Furniture 


The Board of Trade wish to make clear the position concerning 
the cancellation of orders for utility furniture, and the sale of 
second-hand utility furniture, about which they have received 
many enquiries. 

1. Cancellation of Orders. A retailer should treat the cancella- 
tion of orders for utility furniture in the same way as the cancella- 
tion of orders for any other goods. 
surrendered to him by the customer, he must not return them 
to the customer, but is asked to send them direct to the Assistant 
Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, I.M. Department 3, Buying 
Permit Section, North-Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, 
N.W.8. If he has already sent the units to a manufacturer he 
may accept delivery of the furniture and should supply the 
goods to the next customer requiring those items and surrender- 
ing the appropriate number of units ; the trader is asked to send 
these units direct to the Board of Trade, as above. 

2. Second-hand Utility Furniture. Articles of second-hand 
utility furniture may only be supplied by a retailer against the 
presentation of a buying permit and are rated at the same 
number of units as the corresponding new articles. Retailers 
are asked to send units collected on the sale of second-hand 
utility furniture to the Board of Trade at the address given 
above. 


Export by Retailers to Officers Serving 
in the Mediterranean Area 


At the request of the War Office, the Board of Trade give 
notice that all parcels despatched to individual Army officers 
(including women officers and nursing officers employed with the 
Army) should in future be routed only through “ the Military 
Forwarding Officer, Rose Lane Garage, Mossley Hill, Liverpool,” 
whether sent by rail or through the post. The address of the 
Military Forwarding Officer at Glasgow given in the announce- 
ment under the above head in the Board of Trade Journal, 
25th March 1944 (page 113) should be used after this date. 


Footwear Repairs—Adhesives 


In consequence of vital Government demands on the restricted 
stocks of crude rubber and natural or straight Latex, it is still 
necessary to prohibit the use of these materials for footwear 
repairing purposes. In substituting synthetic material for crude 
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rubber and by restricting the use of more concentrated forms of 
adhesives, it is hoped that the requirements of the footwear 
repairing industry will be met. 

Latex.—No further issue of natural or straight Latex will be 
made for any purpose; only compounded Latex cements will 
be available, and these must be used for sole attaching only. 
The makers will label their products accordingly. All com- 
pounded Latex cements used for the footwear repairing industry 
will continue to have a “ points ” value as before, but owing to 
the continued shortage, rigid economy must be practised in its 
use, and it has been found necessary to restrict supplies still 
further this quarter. This procedure applies only to merchants and 
to those repairers who purchase cements direct from the manu- 
facturer. 

Each person desiring to purchase compounded Latex cement 
for footwear repairing purposes, should send his order in dupli- 
cate, specifying the particular brand and amount required, to 
the compounded Latex Cement Manufacturer. The manufac- 
turer will immediately send to the Directorate of Footwear 
Repairs, Board of Trade, Neville House, Page Street, London, 
8.W.1, the duplicate copy of the order received, and state 
thereon: (a) the percentage of Latex content per gallon in the 
cement ordered; and (b) the number of points representing 
the value of the Order. The purchaser will then be informed of 
the points value of cement he may purchase during the period. 
No manufacturer should execute any order until he has received 
written approval from the Directorate of Footwear Repairs. 


Rubber Solution. No change in the procedure for acquiring 
this material will be made for the present quarter. 


Uruguay 
IMPORT PERMITS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 19th June 1943 (page 233) His Majesty’s 
Representative at Montevideo has forwarded a translation of a 
revised list of articles classified under the third category List 
of Imports, as issued by the Uruguayan Exchange Control 
Department. His Majesty’s Representative suggests that ship- 
ment of the goods in question, a complete list of which is given 
below, should not be effected by United Kingdom exporters 
until advised by their Uruguayan customers that a prior import 
permit has been obtained. 

Edible oils, excluding olive oil; wooden knitting needles ; 
starch; jewellery; bird seed; beauty products; woollen 
articles ; perfumery; sports goods; rice; rolled oats; tiles ; 
beverages similar to those of Uruguay production; buttons 
able to be manufactured in Uruguay; cheap jewellery and 
ornaments; socks; sweets; leather purses or card holders ; 
cardboard able to be manufactured in Uruguay; wooden 
shutters, window frames, doors, etc. ; brushes, except tooth 
brushes ; virgin wax; leather belts (not belting) ; bedspreads ; 
chocolate ; cornflour; cereal, coffee ; polished diamonds ; jams, 
etc.; toothpicks (first quality); cotton waste; cases and gift 
boxes (leather, leatherette, cardboard, etc.) ; spaghetti; toilet 
sets ; maize starch; biscuits; leather gloves; glucose; beans ; 
woollen yarns ; oilcloth ; ham; wool—knitting or embroidery ; 
perfume sprays and tubes; garters and braces; key and key 
rings; rugs, tablecloths, blankets, etc.; marble; propaganda 
posters ; stockings—of artificial silk, wool, cotton or mixture ; 
chandeliers and lamp shades; floor and kitchen cloths; fine 
handkerchiefs ; combs; leather balls; fish; precious stones— 
imitation, reconstructed; furs; ponchos (excepting vicuna) ; 
grey portland cement; polishes; powdered soap, etc. (similar 
to Loxol) ; lace; ready-made clothing ; paper napkins ; chairs 
and easy chairs (non-metallic); hats in general ; cut tobacco ; 
tobacco pouches; rubber heels; talc powder; corks, except 
conical for pharmacies, up to 23 m/m., and corks for champagne ; 
roofing tiles; grapes; lengths of wood, for picture frames ; 
vitreaux.

Censorship Permits have been granted to many leading stores, 
stationers and booksellers, and articles should only be sent 
through such firms. 

A Censorship Permit is not required for anything sent to a 
member of His Majesty’s Forces in these countries, as long as the 
name of the addressee’s unit forms part of the address. Trade 
circulars, catalogues, bills of account or lading, receipts, invoices 
and similar trade documents may also be sent without a Censor- 
ship Permit to civilian addresses provided they are not sent by 
parcel post.

British Standard Specification 


TAPPING DRILL SIZES 


At the request of the Machine Tool Control, the British 
Standards Institution has recently prepared and issued a British 
Standard Schedule of Tapping Drill Sizes (B.S. 1157: 1944) 
for all of the standard screw threads in common use. 

The particular screw threads dealt with are B.S.W., B.S.F. 
and B.S.P. parallel threads, in accordance with B.S. 84, B.A. 
threads in accordance with B.S. 93, Metric Threads in accordance 
with B.S. 1095 and the American National Fine and American 
National Coarse screw threads in accordance with American 
Standards specifications. 

In preparing this schedule of tapping drill sizes, it has been 
realised with the actual minor diameter of tapped holes will 
seldom be exactly equal to the nominal size of the tapping drill 
used, since, due to “ wobble” or unsymmetrical sharpening of 
the drill point the drill will tend to cut larger than its own 
diameter, and further when tapping ductile materials there is a 
tendency for the metal to be squeezed down towards the roots 
of the threads of the tap, in such cases the minor diameter of the 
tapped hole may be even smaller than the diameter of the drill 
used. 

With these considerations in mind, the tables list the full 
range of diameters of stock drills whose diameters fall within 
the corresponding maximum and minimum limits for the minor 
diameters of the nut. The tables give, for general guidance, the 
percentage depth of engagement which is associated with each 
drill size.

CUSTOMS SURCHARGE 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports that the Govern- 
ment of India’s Budget proposals presented to the Legislative 
Assembly on 29th February 1944 extend for a further period of 
one year the emergency surcharge of 20 per cent. (i.e., an increase 
. ne on the import tariff, levied under the Indian Finance 
ct, . 

In the case of tobacco and spirits, the surcharge will be increased 
from one-fifth to one-half. 


DRUGS CONTROL ORDER, 1943 


The Gazette of India (Extraordinary) of 11th November 1943 
contains the Drugs Control Order, 1943, under which no person 
is permitted to carry on the business of manufacturer, importer, 
wholesaler or retailer except under a licence. Under this Order 
it is an offence to sell drugs and pharmaceutical products at a 
price higher than the controlled ceiling price and for any dealer 
to refuse to sell any drug which he has in stock without reasonable 
cause. 

Part I of Schedule A includes common preparations containing 
the ingredients for which uniform ceiling prices have been fixed, 
while Part II contains a list of drugs for which separate prices 
have been fixed, listed under the names of the manufacturers 
thereof. 

Basic pharmaceutical chemicals are shown in Part III.

REDUCTION OF DUTY ON CERTAIN CLOTHING 
AND VALUATION FOR DUTY PURPOSES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Import and Export Tariff (War Purposes) Ordinance, 1943, 
assented to on 17th December 1943, which provides for the 
reduction of Customs duty under the General Tariff on shirts 
and collars, vests and bloomers (item 3 (a) and (b)) from 50 per 
cent. to 15 per cent. ad valorem, the British Preferential Tariff 
remaining at 10 per cent. ad valorem. The duty of Is. per pair 
under the General Tariff on footwear falling under Tariff item 
13 (a) (boots, bootees, shoes, overshoes, slippers and sandals of 
all descriptions made wholly or partly of rubber, balata or 
gutta percha—except where the outer part of the uppers, apart 
from the stitchings, fastenings or ornaments, is made entirely 
of leather or leather and elastic) has been removed, leaving both 
the British Preferential and the General Tariff at 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

The Ordinance also provides that for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the amount of ad valorem duty payable on the following 
items appearing in the First Schedule of the Dominica Customs 
Tariff, the excess of War Risk Insurance premiums above 5 
per cent. shall not be included in the total of charges.

United States of America 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN PAPER 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United States 
Treasury Decision (T.D. 51012) published 2nd March 1944, 
which states that Section 507 of the Revenue Act of 1943, 
enacted 25th February 1944 provides as follows :— 


“Sec. 507. Importation of Standard Newsprint Paper. 

(a) In General.—For the purposes of paragraph 1772 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended— 

(1) Paper which is in rolls not less than fifteen inches in width 
shall be deemed to be standard newsprint paper insofar as 
width of rolls is concerned ; and 

(2) Paper which weighs not less than thirty pounds (with a 
5 per centum manufacturing tolerance permitted) per ream of 
500 sheets twenty-four by thirty-six inches shall be deemed to 
be standard newsprint paper insofar as minimum weight is 
concerned, 

(b) Effective Period.—The provisions of subsection (a) shall 
apply with respect to paper entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption, after the date of the enactment of this 
Act and while United States newspaper publishers are limited 
by law or by governmental order or regulation as to the amount 
of paper they may use in the publication of their newspapers.” 

Paragraph 1772 of the Tariff Act of 1930 provides for entry 
free of duty of standard newsprint paper. 


Union of South Africa 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 26 of 7th January, published in the Union Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary of the same date, which cancels 
Government Notice No. 1268 of 10th September 1941 as amended. 
The latter notice provided for the prohibition on the import 
into the Union of certain goods from countries other than the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, except Canada and New- 
foundland (see notice in Board of Trade Journal, 27th September 
1941, pages 191-192, and subsequent notices). 

These goods remain subject to an import licence but the issue 
of a licence or a certificate of essentiality will depend on the 
degree of essentiality of such goods.

WOOL STOCKS 


Wool stocks carried over into the 1943-44 season amounted to 
approximately 175,000 tons including about 40,000 tons sold 
for foreign account but not shipped. Of the total carry over, it is 
estimated that 50 per cent. is coarse wool. About 80 per cent. 
of all wool exported during the year went to the United States 
and that country is expected to be the principal buyer this year. 
The new clip is expected to be about the same size as last year, 
and of as good, if not better, quality. Post-war prospects are 
regarded as promising, since Argentina is one of theffew producers 
of carpet grades. 


EXPORT TRADE 


The volume of exports for the first ten months of 1943 was 
the lowest registered over the past ten years. Compared with 
1942, the 1943 figures represented a decrease of 6-3 per cent. in 
volume but an increase of 245 million pesos or 16-9 per cent. in 
value. The reduction in volume affected practically all lines of 
export, the most noticeable being wheat, meat and their by- 
products, wool and agricultural products. The increase in value 
was accounted for chiefly by textiles and its manufactures. 
Exports to other Central and South American-countries showed 
further growth during the year and the value of shipments for 
the first nine months of 1943 to South Africa, a comparatively 
new market, was more than double the corresponding period of 
1942. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Bihar, 10th April. Crops are fair and the harvesting of rabi is 
proceeding. 

Orissa, 10th April. The harvesting of Dalua wheat and paddy 
is proceeding. Wheat is ripening. 

Punjab, 10th April. Crops are unchanged, with some damage 
in the Gurgoin, Lyallpur and Multan districts. 

Assam, 10th April. Crop prospects are fair to good. 

Central Provinces, 7th April. The harvesting and threshing 
of wheat is going on. 

Bengal, 12th April. Crops are satisfactory, except for some 
damage in the Dacca region. The sowing of Aus paddy and jute 
is progressing. 


Canada 


BRITISH COLUMBIA TIMBER INDUSTRY 


Logging operations have suffered from a serious shortage of 
skilled labour and, while steps have been taken to rectify the 
situation, nevertheless the log scale for the first ten months of 
1943 was approximately 353 million feet below the scale for the 
same period of 1942. As was only to be expected, the difficulties 
of the logging industry have been reflected in the operations of 
the sawmills with the result that lumber production was about 
12 per cent. below the aggregate 1942 output. The heavy 
demand of the domestic United Kingdom and United States 
markets for lumber of all grades and species continued throughout 
the year and the major problem of the operators was to obtain 
the maximum production with the limited manpower and log 
supply available. Distribution was under the direction of the 
Timber Controller with present regulations allocating 40 per 
cent. of production to the United Kingdom, 40 per cent. to 
Canada and 5 per cent. to other British Empire points and the 
remaining 15 per cent. to the United States. War necessity 
forced the Timber Controller to impose certain limitations on 
the export of shingles as well as lumber in order to meet essential 
domestic requirements, and shingle producers were required to 
release 40 per cent. of their output to the Canadian market. 
Here again production was materially reduced by reason of the 
depletion of log stocks caused by the scarcity of labour, and it is 
estimated by the trade that shipments for 1943 were 40 to 50 per 
cent. under those of the previous year. The demand for shingles 
was strong and prices slightly improved. Pulp and paper 
production for the year approximated 70 per cent. of capacity. 


Colombia 


ECONOMIC INDICES 
The Exchange Central Board has recently published figure 
indicating that Colombia’s international balance of payments it 
the year 1943 was favourable to the extent of U.S. $58,233,000. 
Additional statistics relating to the year 1943 published by the 
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Banco de la Republica, compare as follows with those for 1942, 
given in parenthesis: record coffee exports of 5,250,922 bags of 
70 kilos (4,309,479) ; exports of petroleum, 13,379,000 barrels 
(10,593,000) ; cheques paid by the Banks, 5,811 million pesos 
(4,557 million pesos) ; Stock Exchange turnover, 89,154,000 pesos 
(42,733,000) ; production of gold, 565,501 fine ounces (596,618). 
The note circulation as at 3lst December 1943 was 125,434,000 
pesos against 103,600,000 pesos a year earlier; reserves of the 
Central Bank, 192,702,000 pesos (107,096,000 pesos) and deposits 
in that Institution, 114,894,000 pesos (69,315,000 pesos). 


Newfoundland 


FISHING INDUSTRY 


Employment in the fishing industry in 1943 was 19,900, 
an increase of 2,300 over 1942 states the Royal Bank of Canada. 
The estimated catch of cod in 1943 was 899,000 quintals as 
compared with 793,000 quintals in the previous year. Shipments 
of dried cod in 1942 were 648,000 quintals, of which 436,000 
quintals went to the Iberian Peninsula with the balance going 
to the West Indies. Last year’s production is being disposed of 
under the direction of the United Nations Food Board. 

The export of fresh and frozen cod to the United Kingdom, 
Canada and the United States is a comparatively new develop- 
ment. Exports in 1943 were about 90,000 quintals as com- 
pared with 58,000 quintals in 1942 and smaller quantities in 
previous years. The export value of dried cod for the 1942 
fiscal year was 8,400,000 dollars as compared with 8,300,000 
dollars for the nine months ended 31st March 1943. The export 
value of all fish products, including herring, 590,000 dollars for 
the nine months ended 3lst March 1943 was 12 million dollars as 
against 12,600,000 dollars in the fiscal year 1942. The herring 
fishery off Labrador in the spring of 1943 was poor and early 
reports from the fall fishery were not promising. 


South Africa 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 

The wholesale and retail turnovers in most centres are fairly 
steady, although a tendency to decline is still evident in some 
retail sections. Activity at cash bazaars, however, is being 
maintained and while the stock position in recent months has 
improved the following lines are scarce :—hardware, glassware, 
electrical goods and textiles. Footwear factories are busy 
mainly on Government orders. The clothing industry is well 
employed, but the output at some centres is below normal owing 
to shortage of material and labour. Furniture factories are busy, 
but report that suitable timbers are becoming very difficult to. 
obtain. ° 


GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output for March 1944 (27 working days) 
was 1,038,414 fine ounces, with a value, including the premium 
on the basis of £8 8s. fine ounce, of £8,722,678, compared with 
1,108,789 fine ounces, with a value, on the same basis, of 
£9,313,328 for March 1943 (27 working days). 

Railway earnings from 12th March to 3ist March amounted 
to about £2,469,000 compared with £2,495,000 in the cor- 
responding period of 1943. 


AGRICULTURE 


Farming reports state that rainfall on the whole has been 
adequate. The Department of Agriculture report for March 
indicates that large and small stock is generally in a satisfactory 
condition, although blow-fly is prevalent in some districts of 
Cape Province and Orange Free State. Blue tongue is also fairly 
general in the latter province. Maize crop estimates are lower 
owing to excessive rains and stalk-borer, especially in parts of 
the Transvaal. Demand for farm properties is keen throughout 
the Union and prices are high. Stocks of tractors and farm 
implements are still arriving and turnovers are higher. The 
maize market is quiet as the flow of orders has slackened. 
Marketing of the new crop will probably commence in the next 
few weeks.

WOOLS, HIDES, ETO. 


The wool report from Port Elizabeth states that the market 
is well supplied with mainly short and medium wools. Although 
longer wools rate at higher values farmers in some districts 
have been compelled to shear medium wool owing to adverse 
weather or ravages of blow-fly. The long wool season at East 
London has ended. Growing conditions are difficult but clip 
has on the whole been good and make-up tended to be better 
than that of last season. Offerings at Durban were seasonally 
small, consisting of short and native wools. At Cape Town 
Karroo wools are being handled. Most offerings are in good 
condition, but those from drier areas are less satisfactory. Mohair 
is unchanged. 

Hides are scarce and steady at controlled prices. Arrivals 
of skins are normal. Sheepskins are unchanged but gloving skins 
are easier. Goatskins and angoras are firmer, while ostrich 
feathers are firm.
